The committes started
to form the course in 1918, but when
the great war started was forced to give
up the work.

their former plans constructed the
course of study t 12}‘ begin with the
first grade and continue through the
entire grammar school.

The greatest dificulty today is to ob-
tain text books that are up to date.
Most of the publishing houses are anx-
fously waiting for more settled condi-
tions in Furope before revising their
books. Some have placed on the market
books which contain the old maps and
the political boundaries of the countries
with the new or probable boundaries
marked by colored lines,

Dr. George Wheeler, associate super-
intendent of schools, explained yester-
day the manner in which tl'.ll'.!pl wonld
ba used 50 a8 to ﬂ“ the children last-
ing pletures of the countries. *‘The
teachers,’’ he sald, ''will be provided
with blank outline maps which they
ean fill in with the lines as they now
stand.
